S Ea, Hereas at a Parliament holden at Weſtminſter in the nine 


8 and thirtieth yecre of the Reigne of his Maieſties late deare Si⸗ 

ſter deceaſed Queene Elizabeth, a pzofitable and neteſſary Law 

A, was made foꝛ the repꝛeſſing of Rogues, Uagabonds, idle and dil⸗ 

9 957 Di] olute perſons, wherewith this Realme was then much infeſted, 

Y NO by the due erecution of which Lawe, great goodenſued to the 

of 2 whole Common weale ofthis Realme, but now oflateby the re- 

miſſeneſſe, negligence, and conniuencie of ſome Juſtices of the 

Peace, and other Officers in diuers parts of the Realme, they haue ſwarmed and aboun⸗ 

ded euery where moꝛe frequently then in times paſt, which will grow to the great and im⸗ 

minent danger of the whole Realme, if by the goodneſſe of God Almighty, and the due and 
timely execution of the ſaid Law the ſame be not pꝛeuented. 

And where to the end that no impediment might be to the due and full crecutionof the 
ſame Taw, his Highneſle Pꝛiuie Countell, accoꝛding to the power to them in that behalfe 
giuen by the ſayd Law, haue by their Oꝛder aſſigned plates and parts beyond the Seas, 
vnto which ſuch incoꝛrigible oꝛ dangerous Rogues (ſhould accoꝛding to the ſame Lawe be 
baniſhed and tonueyed, as by the Oꝛder in that behalfe made, and vnder this pꝛeſent Pꝛotla⸗ 
mation particularly mentioned and ſet downe,moze at large appeareth: His Maieſtie pur⸗ 
poſing (foꝛ the vniuerſall good of the whole Nealme) to haue the ſame Law duelp and fully 
exetuted, doth by aduile of his P2zinic Countell require all Juſtices of Peate, Maioꝛs, Bap⸗ 
liffes, Hedboꝛoughs, Conſtables, and other Officers whatſoeuer to whom it appertaineth to 
ſee that the ſaid Law be in all the parts, and bꝛanches of the ſame carefully, duely and exact⸗ 
ly executed, as they and euerpofthem will anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perils.

gible oꝛ dangerous Rogues might bee baniſhed, accoꝛding to the Statute in that behalfe 
made: We therfoꝛe of his Maieſties pꝛiuie Countel, whole names are hereunto ſubſcribed, 
finding it of neteſlitie to refoꝛme great abuſes, and to haue the due exetution of ſo good and 
neteſſarie a Law, doe accozding to the power limitted vnto vs by the ſame Statute, hereby 
Alligne and thinke it fit and expedient, that the places and partes beyond the Seas to which 
any ſuch incoꝛrigible oꝛ dangerous Nogues ſhall bee baniſhed and conueyed atcoꝛding to 
the ſaid Statute, ſhall bee theſe Countries and plates following, viz. The ew found 
Land, the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, France, Germanic, Spaine, and the Low-countries, 02 

any of them. 
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
